ARTIST STATEMENT 


These images involve themselves with the shifting, unstable relationship 
between inside/outside, between what was real in the past and what was invented. 
Evidence has been given to show that perception does not start from the particulars, 
which are secondarily processed into abstractions by the intellect, but from 
generalities. Indeed, photography is more authentic in the rendition of a 
street scene, a momentary expression. In photography highly defined composition 
falsifies the medium, which is the joint product of the organizing mind and 
physical reality. 

If several light sources are to cooperate, the photographer will endeavor to 
organize them in a hierarchy by giving one of them the leading role of 
"motivating force" and producing clearly weaker counter-effects through the 
others. Jung uses the term "shadow" for the inferior and less commendable 
part of a person. We must remember that photographic detail lies and sirens are 
loudest next to the source.
